Aldermen  and  Councillors, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1972. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  remains  practically  stationary.  The 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  (17.2)  is  considerably  higher  than  the  National 
figure  of  14.8  per  1000  population.  The  standardised  Death  Rate  (lO.l) 
is  less  than  the  National  fugure  of  12.1  per  1000  population.  The  excess 
of  deaths  over  births  during  the  year  was  20. 

It  is  a matter  for  great  satisfaction  that  there  were  no  stillbirths 
and  no  deaths  in  children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  This  reflects  a very 
high  standard  of  parental  and  medical  care  of  the  children  in  the  Borough. 

It  is  evident  that  Aldeburgh  is  a good  place  in  which  to  be  born,  and  in 
which  to  enjoy  a long  life. 

In  the  Tuble  of  Causes  of  Death  on  page  6 it  will  be  seen  that  ten 
people  died  of  Cancer,  an  increase  of  one  over  the  previous  year.  The 
total  deaths  from  Ischaemic  heart  disease  (or  Coronary  Thrombosis  as  it  is 
commonly  known)  remained  steady  at  twelve,  as  did  the  deaths  from 
Cerebrovascular  disease  (Stroke  illness).  No  other  details  on  this  table 
require  special  comment. 

Under  the  heading  of  Housing  it  is  recorded  that  no  new  Council  Houses 
were  completed  during  the  year,  but,  as  is  known,  there  is  a new  building 
programme  being  carried  out  at  the  present  time.  No  old  houses  were  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  A number  of  older  properties  were  improved 
by  the  addition  of  modern  amenities  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Councillors  for  their  support  during  the  past  year. 

I am  also  very  grateful  to  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  R.  Morris  for  his 
over  ready  assistance  and  co-operation  on  public  health  matters  and  also  on 
other  aspects  of  his  work.  The  Clerk  and  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Borough 
have  also  been  most  helpful.

Remarks 


Both  raw  and  treated  waters  are  of  very  good  organic  quality  and  their 
bacteriological  condition  is  satisfactory.  The  chlorion  content  is 
rather  high  with  a correspondingly  high  figure  for  the  total  dissolved 
solids,  but  such  results  are  normal  with  this  supply.  In  our  opinion 
this  water  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  general  purposes.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Settlement  of  parts  of  the  earth  banks  and  concrete  structures  of  the  Pasveer 
Ditch  continued  during  the  year.  Failure  of  the  Butye  sheeting,  resulting  in 
the  "blowing  up"  of  the  lining  by  gas  formation  made  it  necessary  to  empty 
the  ditch  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  to  discharge  sewage  to  the  "old  contact 
beds"  whilst  awaiting  a Consultants  Report  on  the  future  of  the  system. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  refuse  collection  system  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year.  Major  repairs  were  found  to  be  necessary  to  the  main  bearings  and 
shaft  of  the  pulveriser,  resulting  in  the  plant  being  out  of  commission  for 
some  time,  during  which  controlled  tipping  was  carried  out.  It  was  finally 
decided,  because  of  high  costs  not  to  repair  the  pulveriser  at  Thorpenoss, 
and  to  enter  into  a contract  with  the  Blyth  Rural  District  Council  to  dispose 
of  refuse  at  the  new  pulveriser  at  Yoxford.
